Welcome to Selections from the Eric P. Newman Collection Part XI, the final sale in a series that began in 2013. This exciting 
sale is presented in two separate volumes, with this first volume containing both Signature and Internet sessions for coins 
and mechanical devices as well as the Internet session of books and catalogs from the magnificent Newman Library. 
Volume 2 is dedicated to the Signature Library sale, with rare books, archival documents, and plated auction catalogs. All will 
be offered in our Signature Auction, to be held November 7, 2018, at Heritage’s World Headquarters at 3500 Maple Avenue 
in Dallas. The sale will commence with currency (see the Newman X catalog). 

Rarities in the coin section include: the Newman 1-B 1776 Continental Dollar graded NGC AU55; the silver 1792 Washington 
Getz Pattern half dollar graded NGC X45; and the 1792 Washington President pattern in silver graded XF Details by NGC, 
one of only five known, with two of those held by institutions. The near-Gem bronze Libertas Americana presented here is 
an original strike NGC MS64 Brown. Additionally, there are multiple Wyatt copies of Massachusetts silver, and 19th century 
Colonial copies by Bolen and Robinson. 

The next section encompasses a wide variety of numismatically related objects. Scales and balances from the 17th through 
the 20th centuries include examples from Colonial America and the Gold Rush. American and English counterfeit detectors 
feature the work of Allender and Fairbanks. Among the coin-related mechanical devices are sovereign changers, coin 
counters, pub tills, and cash registers. 

Concluding the November 7 sale are items from Eric P. Newman’s magnificent library (presented in Volume 2), including his 
correspondence files as well as the archives of Roger S. Cohen, Jr. and R. Tettenhorst (Bernard Edison). Rarities include 
19th- and early 20th-century plated auction catalogs. Within the important early references are three copies of Eckfeldt and 
DuBois with actual samples of California gold, both editions of Edward Maris’s guide to 1794 large cents, and two copies of 
Edward Maris’s New Jersey tome. Be sure to read David Fanning’s entertaining introduction to the Library offering, which 
details important information about terminology, abbreviations, and digitization. 

As in the previous auctions, items being sold are from the extensive collection of the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education 
Society (a Missouri not-for-profit corporation), and have been assembled over a period of 90 years. Proceeds of the sale of all 
items will be used exclusively for supplementing the Society’s scholarly research efforts and for the benefit of other not- for- 
profit institutions selected by the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society for public purposes. 

We encourage you to come to Dallas and attend the Eric P. Newman Collection floor sessions in person. If that isn’t possible, 
you can always join us “in real time” by telephone or by interactive online bidding via HERITAGE Live!®. We are pleased to 
accept your bids via email, fax, or regular mail before the auction as well.

1787 Massachusetts Half Cent 
Sharp Ryder 4-C Example 
MS64 Brown 

15001 1787 Massachusetts Half Cent MS64 Brown NGC. Ryder 

4-C, W-5940, R.2. Ex: "Colonel" E.H.R. Green. The obverse arrow 
fletchingtouches E in WEALTH, and the period after MASSACHUSETTS 
is partially obscured behind an arrowhead on the 1787 Ryder 4-C. 
Prior to the establishment of the U.S. Mint, the individual states 
considered coinage production. Among those was Massachusetts, 
the General Court passing coinage legislation in October 1 786. After 
delays, the Massachusetts copper coinage became a reality more 
than a year after that legislation was passed. Boston engraver Joseph 
Callender was responsible for the 1 787 half cent dies, while in 1 788 
young silversmith Jacob Perkins of Newburyport supplied some of 
the dies for Massachusetts half cents and cents. 

Blue overtones enrich golden-brown surfaces of this lustrous, 
well-struck copper. A sharp strike distinguishes this near-Gem 
example, with bold central details and only slight blurriness at the 
dentils. A loupe reveals a few instances of isolated microporosity and 
some scattered, tiny reverse die rust lumps, none of which limit the 
considerable eye appeal and overall surface quality. Perhaps three 
dozen Mint State 1787 half cents are known, including a dozen 
examples of Ryder 4-C, the most plentiful variety in high grades.

1776 Continental Dollar, AU55 
Newman 1-B, Rare in Pewter 
Ex: The Richard Picker Collection 


15002 1776 Continental Dollar, CURENCY, Pewter AU55 NGC. 

Newman 1-B, Breen-1086, Hodder 1-A.2, W-8435, High R.7. Pewter 
examples of the 1-B variety were unknown to Eric P. Newman in 
1953. They are considerably rarer than brass examples of the variety, 
which makes this Choice About Uncirculated pewter example an 
important opportunity for Colonial specialists. We know of just six 
surviving coins struck in pewter from the 1 -B die pair. In comparison, 
more than a dozen brass strikings are known from the 1 -B dies. 

Eric acquired his pewter 1 -B specimen as lot 117 in the October 
1984 Stack's auction of Selections from the Richard Picker Collection. 
There, it was described as: 

"Very well struck, especially the diagnostic features. Perfectly 
centered with no corrosion or other marks. Even medium 
gray toning with some lustre in the letters. Certainly one of 
the most important pieces in this or any other sale of Early 
American coins." 

The 1-B variety shares its obverse with the 1-C. Only a few 
distinguishing features separate the two varieties. In its early die state, 
the 1-C obverse is nearly identical to 1-B, although later states show 
a diagnostic die crack above GIO in FUGIO. The reverse of the 1-B 
shows crude reworking of the die to strengthen the linked circles, 
which were previously formed from a series of disconnected dots as 
seen on the 1-A variety. On 1-B, traces of the original dots remain 
clearly visible along the edges of the now-solid rings. Die lapping 
and additional die reworking on 1-C altogether eliminates the dots. 
Rays outside the center ring near RESS of CONGRESS come fully 
formed on Newman 1 -B, but they are often attenuated on 1 -C in mid- 
to-late die states. A pellet-like die chip near the Pennsylvania ring 
center of this 1 -B is clear to the unaided eye, a feature that is absent 
on 1 -C examples. 

While the origin and purpose of the 1776 Continental dollar 
has long been an intriguing topic of discussion among numismatists 
and researchers, Eric P. Newman believed that these coins were 
American-made. Further, the fact that the Continental Currency 
paper $1 notes were eliminated from the six issues from July 22, 
1 776, through September 26, 1 778, indicates that Congress planned 
for a $1 coin, and that the Continental dollar was used as fiat 
money. Multiple varieties of the Continental dollar exist, and varying 
quantities of coins were struck in pewter, brass, and silver from 
multiple die combinations and die stages. Today, there are either six 
or seven pewter Newman 1-B dollars confirmed, depending on the 
status of the 1968 Merkin coin.

A lovely mahogany- 
brown Choice Fugio cent that retains traces of initial orange-red 
color in its obverse recesses. The vertical reverse crack at 12 o'clock 
identifies the familiar Newcomb 'X' reverse, associated with high- 
grade distributions from the Bank of New York holdings. Listed on 
page 99 of the 2019 Guide Book.

Rays, MS66 Brown NGC. N. 13-X, W-6855, R.2. The Bank of New 
York hoard yielded more than 700 examples of Newman-13-X Fugio 
cents — some in high grades — although at the Premium Gem level 
no Fugio cent is readily available, regardless of variety. This example 
exhibits glossy, reddish-brown surfaces struck from clashed dies as 
usually seen. Satin luster glistens from both sides, with a slender 
radial die crack on the reverse extending upward just to the right of 
6 o'clock. Sharply struck centers show only nominal weakness at the 
lower obverse and upper reverse dentils. The coin is exceptionally 
free of marks and abrasions, struck on a good planchet, and shows 
minimal Mint-made defects on the smooth, hard flan. Listed on page

The 1 791 Washington cents were issued in considerable quantity, but 
few survivors are as nice as the present piece.

Extremely Rare Plain Edge Variant 

15006 1792 Washington Pattern Cent, Plain Edge, Baker-21 A, Breen-1230, Musante GW-31 (E), High R.7 — Obverse Scratched — NGC 

Details. XF. The 1 792 Washington President, Large Eagle patterns are attributed to Newburyport, Massachusetts, engraver and inventor Jacob 
Perkins. Perkins is believed to have struck a small number of patterns in 1792, in copper, silver, and gold, in an effort to secure a coinage 
contract from the newly formed United States government. The obverse design displayed a left-facing portrait of George Washington with 
WASHINGTON PRESIDENT around and the date below. On the reverse, a large eagle held in its beak a ribbon inscribed UNUM E PLURIBUS, 
and above the eagle's head arced a row of 12 stars with a 13th star underneath. Today, only 18 coins are known for all compositions, including 
the unique copper piece from the first obverse die that shows the T in PRESIDENT below the bust, nearer the date than on the regular die. 
There are 11 known copper pieces that were struck from the regular obverse die, five silver pieces, and a lone gold coin, which recently made 
numismatic history when it sold in the ANA Signature (Heritage, 8/201 8), lot 5010, for $1.74 million. 

Copper pieces appeared at auction with regularity in the 1860s, '70s, and '80s, but it is believed that those listings represent multiple 
offerings of the same few coins. In 1875, Sylvester S. Crosby knew only of pieces in the collections of messieurs Appleton, Bushnell, Cohen, 
Parmelee, and himself. William S. Baker expressed a similar sentiment regarding the rarity of the copper pieces in his 1885 seminal work on 
Washington coins and medals, calling them "excessively rare " Moreover, the majority of the coins are heavily worn or otherwise impaired. 

Four of the copper pieces have a plain edge, distinguishing them from the majority of the 1 792 Washington President patterns. One Plain 
Edge piece is in the Massachusetts Historical Society, where it has been since it was donated in June 1905 by the estate of William Sumner 
Appleton. Another Plain Edge coin is traced to 19th century collector W.J. Jenks. Its first auction appearance was in the Bispham Collection (S.H. 
and H. Chapman, 2/1880), but it is more famously associated with its later appearances in the Allison Jackman Collection (Henry Chapman, 
6/1918), and the Lewis Gehring sale (Elder, 8/1921). It has not been seen publicly since 1961, when John J. Ford, Jr. offered it to Eric P. Newman. 
Newman declined the purchase, having already owned the piece offered here. Newman's coin is not traced to a 19th century origin due to a 
lack of photographic plates for copper pieces in the early catalogs. The fourth Plain Edge coin showed up in the Robison Collection sale (Stack's, 
1/1982), and it later appeared in the Gilbert Steinberg sale (Stack's, 10/1989). Coincidentally, the Steinberg sale was the last time a Plain Edge 
copper example of the 1792 Washington President pattern appeared at public auction. That fact alone should instill in the reader the rarity and 
importance of this once-in-a-lifetime offering. 

The Newman coin has smooth chocolate-brown surfaces with minor wear. Corrosion is entirely absent. Dull rim bumps at 1 and 3 o'clock 
on the obverse serve as pedigree markers as do several old, horizontal scratches on Washington's cheek, which prevent a numeric grade from 
NGC. A small dimple in the horizontal crossbars of the shield identifies this piece on the reverse. This is one of only three Plain Edge copper 
pieces in private hands, and it is the first to appear at public auction in nearly three decades. A slightly finer copper example from the Norweb 
collection, with a lettered edge, sold in 2006 for $253,000. Both this coin and its silver counterpart are of monumental importance and rarity.

Details. XF. Ex: Picker. The silver 1792 Washington President, Large Eagle pattern, designated Baker-20, is among the rarest issues in all 
Washington coinage. Just five examples are known, only three of which are privately owned. The other two coins reside in institutional 
collections: one in the Massachusetts Historical Society, and the other in the Historical Society of Pennsylvania. The Massachusetts Historical 
Society coin is arguably the finest piece known. It was donated in June 1905 by the estate of William Sumner Appleton, who was a prominent 
19th century collector. The other institutional coin is holed and plugged, and was donated to the Historical Society of Pennsylvania by William 
S. Baker. Baker is believed to have acquired it in W.E. Woodward's May 1888 sale of the Vicksburg Collection. It was previously the coin owned 
by A.S. Jenks of Philadelphia, whose collection was auctioned by Edward Cogan in April 1877. 

The Appleton and Jenks coins were two of four pieces known to Crosby in 1875. In The Early Coins of America, Crosby named Charles I. 
Bushnell and Lorin G. Parmelee as the owners of two other pieces. Parmelee acquired Bushnell's coin in 1882, and it is that piece which was 
later sold with Parmelee's collection in June 1890. The Chapman brothers acquired it, and the coin later passed through the collection of "Col." 
E.H.R. Green, among others, and ended up in the possession of John J. Ford, Jr. It last appeared publicly in Stack's May 2004 sale of the Ford 
Collection, where it sold for $115,000. The piece Parmelee owned in 1875 was sold or traded prior to 1890. Today, it is either the John L. Roper 
coin or the Eric P. Newman example. 

Baker-20 has a lettered edge. Most modern references list a Plain Edge silver variety, designated Baker-20A, but it is our opinion that such 
a coin does not exist. Our exhaustive study of auction listings going back to the early 1860s fails to reveal any confirmed appearance of a 
Plain Edge coin, and no such piece is known today. The origin of the so-called Plain Edge silver issue appears to be George Fuld's notes on the 
variety in the 1965 reprint of Baker's 1885 seminal reference on Washington coins and medals. Fuld states simply that "four or five plain edge" 
coins are known. Baker's original reference made no mention of a Plain Edge variant. Where Fuld got his information is unknown, although 
it is possible that the supposed Plain Edge variety was the result of misinterpreting early auction descriptions of silver Getz half dollar patterns 
as appearances of Baker-20, compounded by the fact that a few early Baker-20 auction listings do not mention the edge lettering. In any case, 
while copper coins are known with plain and lettered edges, it is believed that silver pieces exist only of the lettered edge type. 

We are pleased to offer the Newman coin in its first known public auction appearance. NGC denies this piece a numeric grade due to a 
few faint pinscratches on Washington's portrait and what appears to be a crude letter "D" in the left adjacent field. However, these are virtually 
undetectable by the naked eye. The toned olive-gray and gunmetal-blue surfaces deliver an old-silver appearance, and the design elements 
exhibit little wear. The edge lettering is clear. It has been more than 14 years since a silver 1792 Washington President, Large Eagle pattern 
has appeared at public auction. Both the Bushnell-Ford coin and the Roper example are tightly held in a prominent private collection. The 
previously unavailable Newman coin in this sale is an historic offering and a monumental rarity.

The 
majority of Getz coppers known today have a plain edge. In The 
Washington Pattern Coinage of Peter Getz, the late George Fuld 
enumerated 55 examples known to him in copper. Of those, he 
discussed 10 examples with the Circles and Squares edge as seen 
here, 42 examples with a plain edge, and four with the edge type 
unknown. The present piece is an 11th example with the ornamental 
edge, incorrectly recorded in the Fuld reference as a Plain Edge 
example. Five of the 11 known examples are in permanent museum 
collections, reducing the available population to just six other coins. 
Museum specimens are held in the British Museum, the Smithsonian 
Institution, the Massachusetts Historical Society, the Museum of 
Connecticut History, and the Colonial Williamsburg Foundation. The 
present piece is recorded as number 27 in Fuld's accounting. 

This rich chocolate-brown example has pleasing surfaces 
showing handling marks and old scratches that are consistent with 
the grade and the age. Trivial edge marks appear over the H and N in 
WASHINGTON, and a slight flattening of the edge is noted over the 
D in PRESIDENT. Slight weakening of the lower edge of Washington's 
bust suggests that the obverse die may have been lapped. The reverse 
depicts the usual die bulge at the shield. Unlike many others, the 
milling is complete around the obverse and reverse borders on this 
large-diameter example.

George Fuld's accounting 
of silver Getz pattern half dollars in The Washington Pattern Coinage 
of Peter Getz enumerated just 22 examples of all variants. Those 
variants include five examples with a Circles and Squares edge, all 
showing undertype; three examples with the intertwined olive leaves 
edge and one with a lettered edge, also all showing undertype; four 
examples with a plain edge that show undertype; and nine examples 
with a plain edge that have no evidence of undertype, including 
the piece offered here that Fuld recorded as number four in his list. 
Seven of the 22 silver Getz pattern half dollars are held in museum 
collections, including the Smithsonian Institution, the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, an Austrian museum, the Pennsylvania Historical 
Society, the Durham Western Heritage Museum, the Museum of 
Connecticut History, and the Colonial Williamsburg Foundation. 

Although 13 of the 22 examples are overstruck, showing traces 
of undertype, it is probably the case that all silver examples were 
struck over some sort of existing silver coin. The absence of visible 
die rust on the reverse evidences an early striking. The weight of the 
Newman specimen is similar to early French half ecus struck before 
1 726. This pewter-gray example has dappled navy and gold toning on 
the obverse, and delicate gold and ivory toning on the reverse. The 
obverse has nearly complete border details, absent only from 11 to 1 
o'clock. Reverse border dentils are present from 11 to 4 o'clock. This 
is an extremely important opportunity to acquire one of the rare Getz 
pattern half dollars struck in silver. This piece was exhibited at the 
1914 American Numismatic Society's Exhibition of U.S. and Colonial 
Coins.

Betts-615, Loubat-14. It is safe to say that most British loyalists were 
not pleased by either the design or the intent of Benjamin Franklin's 
Libertas Americana medal, which extolled the role France played 
in the American War of Independence while chiding the British for 
their humiliating defeats at Yorktown and Saratoga. There was no 
mistaking the symbolic imagery of Minerva (France) protecting the 
infant Hercules (America) from a rampaging lion (England), while 
the precocious infant strangled a pair of serpents (Burgoyne and 
Cornwallis). 

Meanwhile, dignitaries in France and America could not have 
been more delighted with the message and the impressive artistry of 
the medal. Based on a sketch by Esprit-Antoine Gibelin and engraved 
by Augustin Dupre, the medal was struck at the Paris Mint circa 1781. 
Page 102 of the 2019 Guide Book estimates that no more than 100 
to 125 original bronze medals survive, plus two dozen or slightly 
more silver pieces. This near-Gem bronze example exhibits even, 
chocolate-brown surfaces with nearly unmarked, well-preserved, 
and partially reflective surfaces. A small die defect at the border 
below the 4 in the date of the obverse exergue confirms this piece as 
an original strike. Traces of die rust, as struck, are diagnostic of the 
original medals. The Libertas Americana medal ranks #1 by a wide 
margin in Jaeger and Bowers' 100 Greatest American Medals and 
Tokens.

Wyatt even imitated the out-of-round 
characteristics of the genuine N.E. sixpence, created by shallow 
straight clips along the borders. The fields exhibit heavy parallel die 
polish lines, as struck.

Fantasy, Silver, MS62 NGC. W-14092, High R.7. Eric Newman 
later proved that the "original" Good Samaritan shilling was altered 
from a Pine Tree shilling, but during the lifetime of Thomas Wyatt 
it was considered a very rare and desirable variety, ideal for copy 
dies production. W-14092 is a mule that pairs the Kenney-8 Good 
Samaritan obverse with the Kenney-3 Oak Tree shilling reverse. The 
fields display rich tan-brown toning that contrasts with the stone- 
gray motifs and legends. Die polish lines are prevalent, and the left 
obverse displays a prominent die break. 


15017 (circa-1862) Bar Cent, Bolen Facsimile, Copper, AU55 
NGC. Kenney-1, M. JAB-2, W-14200, R.5. The large S crosses over 
both the U and A, one diagnostic for the Bolen copy of the popular 
W-8520 Bar "cent." This lightly worn walnut-brown copper exhibits 
a sharp strike and minor obverse marks. 


15018 (circa-1863) Inimica Tyrannis, Confederatio, J.A. Bolen 
Silver Facsimile, MS65 NGC. Kenney-2, Musante JAB-7, W-14240, 
R.8. Current numismatic knowledge suggests that Bolen made the 
dies for his facsimile or imitation of the InimicaTyrannis/Confederatio 
copper in 1863. The obverse features the Goddess Diana and the 
reverse features the Large Circle Confederatio design. The extremely 
rare die combination is identified as W-5630. It is thought that just 
two Bolen examples were struck in silver, and only 40 in copper. A 
single brass example was also minted. A few additional examples 
may have been produced. Delicate blue overtones appear on the 
lustrous golden-toned surfaces of this attractive silver Gem. This 
piece was struck from slightly rusted and flawed dies, the latter said 
to be Bolen's cancellation of his dies. Bolen preferred to work in 
copper, so his brass and silver copies are extremely rare.

This is an early dies 
example without the flaws and rust seen on later strikings.

This variety 
is scarce in copper and an extreme rarity in silver. Part XIV of the 
Ford sales featured two examples in copper, but none in silver. This 
Select Mint State piece is well-struck and unabraded with lustrous 
gunmetal-gray surfaces. Struck from rusted dies with several linear 
die flaws on the obverse. The Bolen facsimile in silver is a major rarity, 
yet it will likely sell for just a fraction of the price of original 18th 
century pieces.

Copper 
examples were struck by both Bolen and Edwards, and are plentiful 
by Bolen medal standards. Much rarer pieces exist in silver, brass, or 
German silver (nickel alloy). The Bolen mintages were 40 in copper 
and two in silver. Three silver, five copper, and three brass examples 
appeared in Part XIV of the Ford sale in May 2006.

Kenney-5, Musante JAB-33, W-14300, 
R.5. The rare W-12120 Carolina / Proprietors Elephant token is the 
subject of a well-made copy by 19th-century engraver J.A. Bolen of 
Springfield, Massachusetts. Although designated as Brown by NGC, 
this Choice example retains considerable peach-gold color within 
the legends and about the pachyderm. The open fields and high 
points are medium brown, with an area of somewhat deeper toning 
on the central reverse. 


15025 (circa-1869) New York Indian / Eagle, J.A. Bolen Facsimile, 
Copper, MS65 Brown NGC. Kenney-7, M. JAB-36, W-14370, R.6. 

Those without a high-grade example of the very rare W-5800 1787 
Indian and Eagle on Globe copper have the opportunity to acquire 
the well-made Bolen copy. The present Gem is boldly struck and 
without evidence of contact. The fields are apple-green and lilac, and 
the margins retain glimpses of the initial orange-red color.

37, W-14390, R.6. A magnificent Gem from a popular 19th-century 
medallist. The Bolen facsimile copies the rare George Clinton/New 
York Arms copper identified as W-5790 in the Whitman Colonial 
Encyclopedia. Brilliant orange luster is present on both sides of this 
attractive Gem that displays delicate bluish-brown toning. Three 
lower grade copper pieces appeared in Part XIV of the Ford sales. The 
present piece stands above any others known to us. 
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15027 (circa-1863) Confederatio Mule, J.A. Bolen Facsimile, 

Silver, MS64 NGC. Kenney-9, JAB-M-1, W-14480, R.8. Bolen's 
Large Stars and Small Stars Confederatio reverses, originally used 
to strike JAB-7 and JAB-8, are muled together for Musante JAB-M-1. 
Neil Musante describes 15 different mules that he designates as "M" 
varieties, JAB-M-1 though JAB-M-15. He writes: "The fifteen items 
that follow are all extremely rare. Several may in fact be unique." 
This lustrous near-Gem displays moderate die rust and die flaws that 
indicate a striking later than 1863 when the dies were produced. The 
Ford collection had a single copper example of this variety but none 
in silver. In fact, there is no mention of silver examples of this variety 
in the Musante reference. On his envelope, Eric P. Newman writes 
"Same as Kenney-9 but in silver." It is likely unique in that metal. 
The delicately gold-toned surfaces have subtle blue overtones on this 
lovely piece..

MS63 NGC. Kenney-3, W-15105, R.7. The legendary gold Colonial 
is imitated by Alfred S. Robinson, with charming folk art renditions 
of the eagle and rising sun. Sharply struck with moderately prooflike 
apple-green and apricot-gold surfaces. Outstanding for the designated 
grade.

NGC. Kenney-3, W-15105, R.7. Only the most wealthy collectors 
can obtain a real Hallmark on Wing Brasher doubloon (W-5840). 
However, the Alfred S. Robinson copy, made near the advent of the 
Civil War, is nearly as rare and much more affordable. A crisply struck 
and prooflike sun-gold near-Gem kept from numismatic perfection 
by a few minuscule carbon flecks.

The present Alfred S. Robinson copy is an exemplary 
chocolate-brown Gem. Protected regions of the prooflike surfaces 
display powder-blue on the obverse and orange-gold on the reverse.

Newman-NJ. 31.5 gn. The plate coin for the variety in Eric Newman's 
classic numismatic detective reference, The Secret of the Good 
Samaritan Shilling. According to Newman, Henry Chapman first 
discussed the copy in the November 1911 issue of The Numismatist. 
The copy is not deceptive, since the N in NE more closely resembles 
the letter K. Lime-green undertones emerge from smooth and glossy 
cream-gray surfaces.

Noe-N. This rare Thomas Wyatt die pairing 
is cataloged as fabrication variety N by Sydney P. Noe in his 1952 Pine 
Tree reference. The reverse die is shared with Kenney-6, which has an 
Oak Tree obverse. The obverse die is shared with Kenney-5, Noe-M, 
which has a threepence reverse. The Whitman Colonial Encyclopedia 
further muddles the matter under W-14030 with an incorrect claim 
that Noe-N and Kenney-6 have the same obverse. This typically 
struck example has cream-gray high points and gunmetal fields.

Circulating small change was in critically short supply throughout the 
South in the early 1800s, when cut "two bits" pieces served as a stop¬ 
gap solution, taking the place of U.S. quarter dollars. In particular, 
Planters Bank of New Orleans was in dire need of quarters. Existing 
crenate (scalloped) segments cut from 8 reales were removed from 
circulation and verified by the bank as an anti-counterfeiting measure. 
Circular countermarks were struck on both the obverse and reverse: 
an elaborate script P.B. within a chain-link circle on the obverse, and 
NOUVELLE ORLEANS surrounding an eagle on the reverse (eagle's 
head under V). In subsequent years, Planters Bank supplied large 
shipments of bullion to the Philadelphia Mint in exchange for freshly 
minted federal quarters dated 1815 and 1825.

Cut pieces of 
Spanish and Spanish-American 8 reales circulated widely in the early 
1800s. The lack of federal small change forced New Orleans-based 
Planters Bank to counterstamp pieces of cut coinage as a means 
of verifying weight and authenticity. This example shows a partial 
P.B. countermark on the obverse, while the NOUVELLE ORLEANS 
/ eagle reverse mark is incomplete and shows damage. A second 
countermark says "Bad" (also a Planters Bank mark) to indicate the 
piece was substandard. Years later, Planters Bank gathered together 
all of the cut pieces they could find and shipped them to the 
Philadelphia Mint, where they were melted for bullion.

While 1775 
and 1776 saw regular circulation halfpence production, the 1 774 
striking can only be found as a pattern, indicating that this was indeed 
the prototype for those later issues. This pattern is quite scarce in any 
condition, increasingly so when encountered in such lofty condition 
as this; accordingly it deserves exceptionally close bidder attention.

The paint is mostly 
intact on the outside of the box and is partially worn away on the 
inside. The scale is brass construction and shows minor corrosion.

The balance pans have a 
diameter of nearly 5.5 inches. 
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15086 Circa 1695 English Pear Wood Pocket Scale with Weights. 
Very Fine. A remarkably well-preserved pocket scale with four 
weights, contained in a pear wood box with a decorative lid and brass 
hardware. The initials R.H. and the date Janr. 25th, 1695 are engraved 
on the outside bottom of the box that measures 3.9 x 1.8 x 0.8 inches. 
The scale arm is 3.1 inches, and the pans are 1.5 inches diameter. 
Three brass weights of William III are included, two for guineas 
(W-1183 and 1190) and one for a half guinea (W-1237), along with 
one brass weight of Louis XIII for a Spanish pistole (W-1302).

Fine. Scale maker Charles Sommers of No. 1 Walbrook in London 
produced this iron and brass scale in the second half of the 18th 
century. The rectangular box with angled corners has the dimensions

weights for guineas and half guineas coined before 1 772, and coined 
after Dec. 31, 1771. The iron scale arm is 4.7 inches, and the brass 
pans are 2.0 inches diameter. Sommers was born in London about 
1 732, apprenticed to his father, Joseph, in 1 747, and died in London 
about 1814. This scale comes with one Va guinea weight (Withers-

Fine. This miniature English scale is housed in a rectangular wooden 
box with a decorative lid and rounded corners.

An inventive device intended to function as an early form of cash 
register for public houses and other businesses. Manufactured from 
solid mahogany, brass, and thick glass plates. Both customer and 
cashier could follow the coin offered in payment as it was dropped 
in a slot and held in a zigzag system of trays between two panes 
of glass, before dropping into a locked money box in the base. The 
mechanism is activated by a set of brass levers that slide back and 
forth and cause a bell to ring each time a coin is inserted. Instead 
of the usual single coin rack on both sides of a central tower, this 
double-sided model has two coin shelves back to back on one side of 
the tower, for use by two cashiers. A wide base on both sides contains 
bowls for loose change.

The tower contains a mechanism for depositing 
coins in a frame of sliding bars or receptacles between two plates of 
glass. With every transaction, the cashier slides a lever as the new 
coin is deposited and the mechanism shifts, allowing the coin from 
the previous transaction to fall into a lower compartment. A bell 
rings every time the lever slides. This process repeats itself through 
several iterations, until the coin falls into a locked money box in the 
base. Both customer and cashier can easily see the coin tendered 
for payment in the glass-walled compartments, making it easy to 
resolve disputes about improper change.

All evidence suggests that this variety in brass is unique. Eric P. 
Newman’s envelope states that it is unique, and Neil Musante concurs 
with that assessment, based on a reference to lot 1519 in W. Elliot 
Woodward’s 14th sale that was held on April 27, 1866. Woodward 
wrote: “Confederatio 1785; of the variety first described [a sun with small 
centre], struck in brass, very fine indeed, unique in this metal.” Both sides 
exhibit brilliant and lustrous yellow surfaces with dark-toned clusters of 
microscopic scratches on the obverse, presumably leading to the NGC 
description that spots have been removed. Based on the assumption that 
this piece is unique in brass, it must be the same piece that appeared in 
the Woodward sale more than 150 years ago.

While we assign a rarity of High R.7, suggesting four to six 
examples exist, in all likelihood it is even rarer. An example in the Ford 
sale, Part XIV and this example from the Newman Collection may be 
the only two known. The obverse is a copy of the George Clinton copper 
that is identified as W-5790 in the Whitman Colonial Encyclopedia. The 
reverse is a copy of the Eagle on Globe die notated as W-5800 in the 
same reference. Musante indicates that the dies were engraved in 1869 
and defaced in 1870. This light mahogany-brown representative displays 
smooth surfaces and light wear on Clinton’s cheek and hair.

edge, a flashy and unmarked orange-red example with obverse blushes of 
violet-red and navy-blue toning.

A splendid 
medium brown example with eye appeal that exceeds its numerical 
grade; (1876) Continental Dollar, Dickeson Restrike, Lead, Kenney-2, 
HK-856, W-15630, R.7, VF20 NGC. Toned deep silver-gray, with 
three light rim knocks. The Centennial-year Dickeson copies are much 
rarer than the early-1960s Bowers and Bashlow copies.

He issued several different store cards, 
including pieces that emulated very rare Peter Getz private patterns or 
the unobtainable Maryland denarium. This variety pairs a Getz copy 
reverse with a store card die. Much orange-red surrounds obverse design 
elements, and the reverse is forest-green.

15518 (circa-1859) William Idler, Coin Dealer, Philadelphia, PA, 
MS63 NGC. Baker-544J, Miller-Pa-215B, W-15970, R.7. Silvered 
white metal. A fully struck and semiprooflike storecard bathed in apple- 
green, wheat-gold, and lilac-red toning. Struck from moderately rusted 
dies. Listed as W-15970 and Miller-Pa-215A in white metal. However, 
this silvered white metal piece is designated as Miller-Pa-215B and is 
likely unique.

15519 Lot of 11 Iron Punches with Connecticut Copper 
Ornaments. The narrow steel punches include nine small symbols 
(cinquefoil, trefoil, club, etc.) associated with the peripheral legends of 
Connecticut coppers. Also included is an “N” punch with a broken right 
upright, and an “S” punch certainly not used to make Connecticut dies 
since that letter does not appear with their legends. Richard Picker tested 
the punches on a washer (not included) that was then impressed into a 
lead disk, which is included. A wavy copper disk is also included, and 
bears impressions from some of the punches. Further accompanying the 
lot is a typewritten memo from Colonial dealer Picker to Eric P. Newman, 
dated 3/11/1961, and a three-page letter from Colonial collector Ted 
Craige to Eric, dated April 18, 1961; both letters discuss the pros and 
cons of authenticity regarding the punches. The 15-piece lot thus 
includes 11 punches, two letters, one lead disk, and one copper disk. 
Considerable conversation and questions have surrounded these punches 
over nearly six decades. They were recently tested, revealing nearly pure 
iron composition. Some people have speculated that they are original 
punches used to create Connecticut copper dies, while others suggest that 
they are 20th century bookbinding tools.

15521 1747 Georgivs II, Machin’s Mills Halfpenny, Vlack 1-47A, 
W-7660, R.5, Fine Uncertified.

As such, this is an 
extremely important Colonial type issue. A small rim irregularity at 2 
o’clock appears to be a post-strike imperfection. The date and legends are 
all distinct with some detail remaining on the obverse. The seated figure 
of Britannia on the reverse is outlined.

Eric R Newman studied die varieties of the 1781 and 1785 imitation 
British halfpence in depth with his research published in volume 33 
of the American Numismatic Society’s Museum Notes in 1988. Eric 
identified five obverse dies and five reverse dies that were used to produce 
five varieties. Since then, two additional obverse dies and one new 
reverse die have been identified, bringing the variety count up to seven. 
Five of those seven varieties are presented in this sale. This piece, the 
plate coin for obverse 40 and reverse 81A in Eric’s article, has been 
cleaned and recolored, and exhibits nice tan and steel surfaces with traces 
of maroon verdigris.

Eric’s article 
argued the case that the 1781 and 1785 imitation halfpence circulated in 
America.

& Co. of Boston, Massachusetts. Edward Howard was an inventor and 
manufacturer of watches, fire engines, and balances. He operated as E. 
Howard & Co. from 1858 to 1861. Approximately 24 x 9 x 20.5 inches.

15698 Large Troemner Bullion Scale, 1877. Very Fine. A large 
bullion scale, with a red metal base and an oversized pan balance with 
brass pans. Manufactured by Henry Troemner of Philadelphia, patented 
on February 18, 1877. The base is inscribed METRIC No. 10 and has 
12 custom insets for bell-style weights. The two kilo weight on the right 
is actually a false lid, covering a deeper inset for five smaller weights. A 
short descriptive note on a circular tag from Eric P. Newman accompanies 
the scale. Dimensions are approximately 21x7x8 inches.

15699 Pair of 19th Century Alaska Gold Rush Scales. Good to 
Very Good. A circa 1890s scale is housed in a green, oval-shaped tin case 
measuring 8.7 x 4.3 x 1.6 inches.

Surface rust on the exteriors of the case is apparent overall but is most 
significant on the bottom. The scale pans measure approximately 3.8 
inches across. The scale is accompanied by three knob weights weighing 
half, one, and two troy ounces, plus a 1-dwt. puck, a 2-dwt. puck, and 
a 5-dwt. puck. The weights are contained in a wooden inset. A Joseph 
Mayer & Bros, scale is housed in a green tin case measuring 7.2 x 4.3 x 
1.3 inches and showing some surface rust.

A single 
unit in brass, this desk set includes a glass ink well (missing the lid), a 
dial-type postal scale, and an 1898 paper calendar. Established in 1889, 
the Wenneker-Morris Candy Company was located at 217-219 Pine 
Street in St. Louis. A review in the August 31, 1890, issue of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch notes that the company has “surrounded itself with facilities 
of the most complete and elaborate character.” The company merged 
with Blanke & Brothers in 1904 to become the Blanke-Wenneker Candy 
Company, and remained in business until the late 1920s. Overall Very 
Good condition (10.0 x 7.0 x 4.5 inches).

15701 S. Mordan & Co. Postal Scale. A postal scale from the early 
1900s. Includes a full set of solid-cast weights from the company founded 
by the famous London maker, Sampson Mordan. S. Mordan & Co. was 
a leading manufacturer of high-quality postal scales, writing instruments, 
and assorted stationery items for more than 100 years after its founding 
in the early 1820s. The polished brass workings of this scale include a 
letter platform stamped with postage rates for mail not exceeding 1, 2, 
4, 6, 8, 10 or 12 ounces. According to the label on the base, letters or 
packets exceeding 12 oz. incurred a surcharge of one half pence for each 
incremental ounce. The oak base measures 10.4 x 5.3 x 5.1 inches. A 
note in Eric P. Newman’s hand indicates he bought this as lot #98 in a 
June 21, 2005 Christie’s sale.

15718 Five Opium Scales, or Dotchins, Very Good to Fine. A 

dotchin is a long wooden paddle-shaped device containing a small scale 
with a single pan, and an unequal arm balance with a sliding weight. 
These were carried by Chinese merchants in early times. Although 
they became known as “opium scales” in the 19th century, they were 
actually used to weigh many different kinds of small objects, such as 
coins, gems, and pharmaceutical drugs. The first item in this lot is a 
dotchin with rounded ends. The knobbed ends are slightly bigger than 
the narrowest part of the stem. The case contains maroon thread on a 
red seal cardboard holder, a white beam with marked increments, and 
one round custom weight with protruding top and bottom.

The fourth dotchin is guitar shaped, 
with a narrow handle ending in a knob and Chinese characters on the 
wide part of the case. A sliding band around the handle allows the case 
to be opened, or holds it closed. The case includes a white beam, with 
marked increments and a rectangular custom weight in an inset in the 
case, with no-seal thread. The last dotchin is also guitar-shaped, with a 
plain wooden case and a sliding band around the handle. Wooden beam 
and pan are included. A custom inset holds two weights, one much 
smaller than the other. Approximate dimensions vary, the largest: 13 x 
4.0 x 1.0 inches.

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.
